“Bread production now is much 
greater than a year ago and the 10 
per cent cut in flour use imposed a- 
bout April 1 means possibly between 
20 and 30 per cent of the present 
output,” Ackert said. ‘People will 
have to do a bit of conserving.” 

“If the government would let us 
cut the size of the loaf we think it 
woud be a much better way of con- 
serving the supply. In the United 
States they have limited the loaf 
size. We could do with a 20-ounce 
loaf, instead of the 24-ounce loaf 
which is sold only in Qntario and 
Quebec.” g

Siamese Charges 


In a message to The Unhed 
Nations Siam has appealed for a$- 
sistance in connection with the re- 
perted -action of French troops im 
“forcibly” seizing Siamese territory 
“which they continue to hold.’ 

Coincidentally with the receipt 
of the Siamese charges, an Assoc- 
jated Press despatch from London 
quoted a French Embassy spokes- 
man there as predicting “difficul- 
ties between Siam and _  Indo- 
China.” A British Foreign Office 
informant said Britain would sup- 
pert Siam in bringing the affair 
before the United Nations Security 
Council. 

U. K. - U. §. ‘Bloc’? 

Soviet Foreign Minister Vyach- 
eslav M. Molotov declared in Mos- 
cow that a British-Améerican “bloc” 
had waged an offensive against 
Russia at the recent Big Four Min- 
isters conference in Paris and ‘that 
British-American capital was at- 
tempting to “subdue” war-we 
ened nations. 

He said that Britain

Britain ‘Quitting’ 
India And Egypt 
Britain’s Beis Policy Is 


Fulfilment Of Previous 
Treaty Obligations 


Misrepresentations of United 
Kingdom policies on this continent 
are so frequent that it is not sur- 
prising to be told that the British 
government is “quitting” 
India and Eg-pt because it hopes 
to get more trade out of both 
countries that way, comments the 
Ottawa Citizen. . 


“Britain/ is always roughly treat- 
ed in these matters,” said Me, 
Herbert Morrison, in Ottawa ree- 
ently. “Either we are guilty of. 
hard-hearted go-getting Imperial- 
ism, of we are guilty of sloppy, 
too-sentimental run-away pacif- 
ism.” 


A corrective is in order both 
about India and Egypt. The truth 
is that ever since the First World 
War, successive British Govern- 
ments have made it their policy to 
offer self-government to India. For 
years past all parties have agreed 
on that. During the Second World 
War the coalition ‘government be- 
sought the various parties and com- 
munities in India to agree among 
themselWwes and take self-govern- 
ment on a Dominion basis. Now 
there is actually a Cabinet mission 
in India which has not only offered 
independence to India but has had, 
in default of Indian agreement, to 
devise the plan by means of which 
it may be achieved 


As for Egypt, the Attlee govern- 
ment’s policy is in ‘direct line of 
the fulfilment of treaty obligations 
entered. into by previous -govern- 
Negotiations are now in 
progress for the evacuation — of 
British troops from Egypt but this 
is not because of any weakness nor 
any neglect of the defence of the 
lh Commonwealth. Its real 
rea is respect for the rights of 
small nations. 


The Egyptian Prime Minister 
has already paid warm tribute to 
the fairness and reasonableness of 
the British negotiators.

Thousands of Canadian service- 
men, fresh from European battle- 
fields, where they wrote a glorious

The traditional place of the pub- 
lic house in English life has been 


strengthened through the centuries. \ 


Through the trying war years all 
classes found welcome relief from 
Strain, in the friendly atmosphere 
of these popular community meet- 
ing places. It is small wonder 
that Canadians were deeply im- 
pressed by what they saw of this 
phase of English life. So deep 
was that impression that there is 
a growing sentiment among re- 
turned men favoring the establish- 
ment of a similar system in Can- 
ada: one which would foster that 
normal atmosphere of sociability 
and emulate the companionable 
spirit of the pub. 

Those who seck reform through 
the encouragement of true tem- 
perance in drinking undoubtedly 
would welcome’ the introduction of 
community meeting places where 
beer is served as an adjunct to 
food and healthful recreational ac- 
tivities. , 

Growth in this sentiment is .re- 
flected in the number. of news 
stories relative to the English pub- 
lic house which have appeared in 
the past few weeks in Canadian 
newspapers. One of these, date- 
lined Bilston, England, told of the 
unveiling of a memorial plaque in 
a local pub, henoring customers 
who had lost their lives in the 
war. Rev. N. Keen, the local rec- 
tor, speaking at the ceremony, re- 
marked that too many young people 
thought the church and the pub 
were hostile institutions, while ac- 
tually the church had much to learn 
about good-heartedness from the 

ilie house.

World Control

Would Destroy Present Store 
of Bombs if Suitable

The United States last week pro- 
posed to the world the creation of 


an International Atomic Develop- 
ment Authority to handle atomic 
energy and agreed.to destroy its 


own store of atom bombs and cease 
manufacturing them if an adequate 
control system is set up. 

The United States made it crystal 
clear that there must be no veto 
powers in any part. of the frame- 
work it was proposing for the de- 
velopment ‘and peaceful use of 
atomic energy. 

It called for renunciation of the 
atom bomi as an instrument of 
warfare and for a world security 
program “not composed merely of 
pious thought but of enforceable 
sanctions—and international law 
with teeth in it”. 

Bernard M. Baruch, 75-year-old 
financier who played a leading role 
in the United State’s victories in 
both Great Wars, 
tri’s atomic cards on the*table at

Supplies from Albec-ta and Brit- 
ish Columbia mines will be relied

not cure a. situation now being 
further complicated by the inland 
shipping strike. 

The 1,000,000 tons affect 
the recent order restricting. deliv- 
eries of cual to homes because. “we 
were banking on this amount when 
the order was prepared.” 

There was not sufficient coal 
available in Nova Scotia to make 
it & two-way shipment, Mr. ®rto- 
ning said. 

The shortage in the Central Pro- 
vinces this winter is estimated at 
somewhcre near 5,500,000 tons.
